Vols. I—IT together EXcEssIVELY RARE. It is questionable whether 
there are more than 6 copies of the second volume in existence. I 
only know of one other perfect one, and that I offered for sale some 
thirty years ago. Bibliographers seem to have rejected the idea that 
an issue of the first volume with title dated 1639 exists. Brunet by 
ee discourages the belief, neither Graesse nor Antonio Palau 
y Dulcet in his work now appearing mention this issue, and Salva 
declares that the seventeenth century bibliographers, Pinelo and 
Antonio, were mistaken in supposing the date of the work to be other 
than 1638. Certainly nearly all copies of the first volume are dated 
1638, but that an issue dated 1639 does exist is proved by the title of 
volume I of thia copy, and [ offered another copy with this date for 
sale in 1891. This issue is, however, almost introuva'le. 

Vols. I and IT have only been sold together hefore on two occasions, 
as far as I can discover—in 1861 when Henry Stevens sold the much 
less rare 1638 issue with an imperfect copy of vol. II, and in 1873 
when the present copy left the hands of its owner, Sobolewski. 

Vol. 1 is bound up in two volumes—for convenience of handling, 
as Sobolewski states in a MS. note. This volume does not contain the 
engraved title or the plate, sometimes found in copies; they are larger 
than the volume, and were inserted in some copies when originally 
bound and left out in others; they are not integral parts of the work. 
The second volume is complete as printed. Calancha had left his 
work in MS. incomplete when he died in March, 1654. It was given 
to the press in its defective state (Books I, II and V only) by his 
friend Bernardo de Torres. Its chief subject is the miracles which 
had been accomplished by tbe aid of the Virgin, amongst which the 
chastity of women is an important part.

A work so comprehensive and laborious that it can never be super- 
seded. All future writers on Indian history must inevitably come to 
this treasury of recondite information, in which 154 distinct works in 
Arabic and Persian, by authors belonging to many centuries, are 
described, criticised, calendared and extracted. There are, besides, 
references to a great many other books. The divisions are general 
works on India, general and particular works on the Muhammadan 
history and the Mughal Empire, special national historians, and early 
geographers, and the time-limits of the subject may be roughly de- 
scribed as A.D. 1000-1750, although the general and the local books 
frequently overstep the earlier boundary.

Axsout two hundred years after Gutenberg’s death book collectors began to realise that 

the works printed in the fifteenth century formed in themselves a special division for 

study. Since then, many eminent librarians as well as many collectors have directed 
close attention to incunabula, but as comparatively few examples have survived of the 

38,000 separate items which are known to have been issued, and they are scattered in 

various libraries, the results of the investigations have been untzl recent years, limited 

and incomplete. 

The revived interest in incunabula, which became so marked in the last decade of 
the nineteeuth century, caused an urgent demand for a complete Bibliography of 
Incunabuila, edited in accordance with the latest methods of Bibliographical science. 
Recognising this demand, the Prussian Board of Education appointed in November 
1904 a Commission for the preparation of a Complete Catalogue of Incunabula, 
under the presidency of that learned bibliographer, Dr. Conrad Haebler. With 
the assistance of scholars in North and South Germany, a complete list of all the items 
existing in the German Empire was accomplished by the end of 1911, and the Com- 
mission then proceeded to investigate, with the assistance of local bibliographical 
societies and scholars, the contents of the libraries in other parts of Europe and in 
America. It is hoped that this help, so ungrudgingly given, will enable the present 
editor, Professor Erich von Rath, to produce a work of ideal completeness. 

The descriptions of the various works include an examination of the initial letters, 
ornamental borders, woodcuts and printers’ marks. Historical notes regarding the 
authors and commentators, the writers of complimentary verses to. authors, etc., etc., 
will be given as far as possible. The present location of every copy of all works of 
which only ten copies are known to survive, is given, while of other items which are 
less rare the location of a few representative copies is specified. 

In March 1920 it was computed that 37,639 descriptions of separate works had 
been collected and arranged under the names of authors in alphabetical order. It is 
estimated that this vast material will form about fourteen volumes, one of which will 
be issued annually. .
